throbbing as if alive with inner 
flames; Jewels of Golcorida, jewels of 
Indian emperors for each of whose 
flashes gallons of human blood flowed 
like water, jewels of wars of do- 
minion and triumphs, jewels without 
price or equal in all the known world.

add an equal quantity of water to the 
sugar, boll io a rather thick sirup, coo 
and add more water to equal tlv 
amount before boiling, combine the 
fruit juices andvs!nip and freeze.

George W. Carmack Started 


Stampede Into the Klondike. 


White Men Had Mined Th*r« Before 


Him, but Credit far tht Qrtat 


"Discovery" la His. 


Gold dust worth tl35,000,000 'has 


been taken from tlie creeks of the 
Klondike. Although twenty-live years 
have elapsed since the flrst discovery, 
that event Is recalled by the death 
recently of George W. Carmack, who 
panned the first high-grade gravel 
from Bonanza creek. The details of 
the discovery are relatad by a writer 
In the Engineering and Mining Jour- 
nal-Press of New York. Cnrmack was 
a fisherman, with an Indian squaw, 
and maintained a small trading post 
on the Youkon twenty miles above the 
Crossing, lie wan not the flrst to .find 
gold In the valleys "f the Klondike, 
for Robert Henderson preceded him, 
but he started the stampede that led 
to the development of the Yukon terri- 
tory. At that time Carmack was fish- 
ing for salmon at the mouth of tlie 
Klondike, where it joins the Yukon 
nnd where Dawson now stands. Two 
miles up the valley the Klondike Is 
joined by Bonanza creek.

happened to1 be short of fresh meat 
so he went with three Indians, one of 
them a brother-in-law, on a hunting 
expedition.

Woman Found Treasure Trove. 


• Buried treasure has been found in 
France by a Now Yorlc woman. She is 
said to be the first person to discover, 
important buried treasure in France 
since the war. 
AVhen spading in the 


region of the devastated town of Hat- 
ton Chattel, which she is rebuilding, 
she turned up a P°t containing 400 
rare coins. Many of the coins in the 
pot dated before the discovery of 
America, most of them being from the 
Fourteenth and Fifteenth 
centuries. 


Some of them bear the eWcy of^the 
duke of Lorraine, who defended north- 
ern France before the Swedish inva- 
sion in the Fourteenth .century. All 
buried treasure belongs to the govern- 
ment, but the finder in this case will 
be given 30 per cent of its value, 
which It is understood she will donate 
to the Metropolitan museum of Xcw 
York.

These God-fearing peoplu wove 
the material by Imud, leaving it in its 
natural gray state. To boue the cor- 
set they used whalebone, which they 
sewed la by Imnd—and this garment 
wus not lightly boned as It is in theso 
days. The whalebones were placed so 
close to ono another thnt one io\v of 
stitching supported a bone at either 
side of it.

primitive one covered the body from
